The amendment filed on 1 1/29/2004 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to 
a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because, 
first, the method as now claimed has different effect. Second the method as claimed requires steps not required for the method as 
original claimed, such as "inserting one or more high energy rotamers"; conversely, the previous method claims recited steps not 
required in the instant claims, such as identifying scaffold lacking enzyme activity, or inserting active site domains.
